‘‘MANILA, April 18.—Since the decrease in the number of Amer- 
ican ‘supervisory auditors, cases of shortage in accounts are said to be 
showing an alarming increase. The auditor’s department today re- 
ported three cases of shortages aggregating $11,500 and expressed 
the fear that there are many more. The American inspector in the 
Province of Pangasinan, Luzon, declares he has uncovered a veritable 
eonspiracy to loot the government of funds. 

There is nothing, as we have said, astonishing about that news. 
The only surprising fact is that a man as well read and supposedly 
as learned as the present President of the United States should have 
supposed that result would not follow from the policy which he has 
adopted. 

It is costing humanity a tremendous toll to teach the President 
and secretary of state that inferior races can not be judged by the 
white man’s standards, but it is to be hoped that before this admin- 
istration is over that fact may be demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
alll the sentimentalists in the country, provided they are not so blind 
that they cannot see and so set in their views that they will not learn. 

The history of the giving of the ballot to the negro in the South, 
the history of the present trouble in Mexico, the history of the troubles 
now beginning all over India, the history of the new plans for the 
Philippines, all serve to emphasize that lesson, but yet there are 
some so stubborn that they will not learn, and the result is misery for 


gi themselves and a heavy burden for the white man to bear. 


NEW YORK TAKES A STEP BACKWARD. 


New York has just passed a law that employes who are not 
required to work more than eight hours daily will not be entitled 
to a day of rest. It is hard to understand how the labor leaders in 
New York allowed such a pernicious regulation as that to pass 
through the Legislature. 

The number of hours a man works in any given day should have 
nothing to do with the question of his day of rest. A day of rest 
means that the employe shall have one day in seven to do as he 
pleases. That for an entire twenty-four hours he shall be free to 
come and go as he pleases without being expected to perform any 
labor. The fact that a man works only eight hours a day, or only 
three, would not alter the fact that every man needs one day entirely 
to himself. If the eight hours eomes any time during the day they 
serve to break up the whole day of holiday and to make it impos- 
sible for the man to have the full enjoyment of his rest. He cannot 
go out of town for a few hours’ relaxation, he cannot take his family 
on a little pienie, he cannot be a family man, or a sweetheart in the 


full sense of the term, M he has got to work at a given hour. 


The day of rest is of divine institution and man is so constituted 
that he needs a day of complete relaxation from the daily routine of 
his work, and the employer who demands seven days’ work, from 
his employe, even though they be short, days, or the employe who 
agrees to work seven days when he can get out of it, are both foolish. 
Rest is an economical proposition, and the man who has a reasonable 
amount of rest is always a far more valuable employe than the man 
who has none. 

It is to be regretted, therefore, that New York has enacted such 
a foolish and pernicious law. It is a step backwards,,and it should be 
repealed by this pes at once and before it has time to go 
into effect.
